A deep shaft has also been sunk to find 
the depth of the acoumulated earth, but

in form and light in substance that no- 
thing would for » moment save its char- 
acter but the great depth (fourteen feet) 
at which it was found. 

Though Dr. Schliemann is not so 
pleased with his Greek (or rather 
banian) workmen here as he was with 
thoso in Troy, and though he calls this a 
trifling affair, as he has only 50 instead of 
160 men at work, the scone at Tiryns is 
striking in the extreme. The figuros of 
both inen and women are yery handsome. 
They are dressed in the gay Albanian 
dross, those who are resting or auperin- 
tending haying their soft woollen cream- 
white capotes—the most beautiful over- 
coat conceivable. The complexions of the 
people were mostly dark, not like the 
‘air Argives who surprise the traveller a 
fow miles away. 

All around are the enchanting views 
about the gulf of Nauplia, perhaps the 
most enchanting in Greece, or even in 
Europe. Tho Alps of Arcady still have 
their caps and streaks of snow, though 
the sun is very hot and tho trees of the 
plain are assuming their summer dress. 
The beetling tortress of Nauplia and its 
fort islands, where the national Marwood 
has his compulsory home, remind one of 
the old days of sieges and surprises, when 
the land was barren with war, and not 
smiling, as it now is, with peace and 
plenty. Tho narrow ford of the blue sea 
is studded with white sails, and a single 
steamer leaves its track of curling smoke 
as it rounda the headland to the south.

Never was | more mistaken. The sights 
and sounds I heard that day I shall never 
forget.

Mr. Gladatono, at the 
three, Prime-mir of 
the chiof of English Statesmen 
eminont for woight of personal character 
and accomplished scholarship than for his 
oxtraordinary mastery of public affairs 
and his Parliamentary eloquence 
illustration of the Hoglish genius in its 
most charactoriatic forin. — The 
tain sturdiness in Mr, Gladatono’s 
turo showing itsclf in every way, except 
his reputed sonsitiveness to personal critic 
which is in singular contrast with 
the Oriental character of Lord Beaconas- 
field, so long his chief opponent. It was 
the want of this quality quito as much as 
an alion gonius which made the late min 
ister so un-English. No indeed, 
cultivated English ways more assiduously, 
or colebrated with more gusto the dis 
tinctive tlish life, than Lord Beacons 
field, and ho identified himself with the 
bucolic party—the squire, the country 
gentloman—and ho seemed in every 
manner resolved, If resolution would ac 
complish it, to be an Englishman, 
Sut the constrast betwoen him and 
Gladstone was as ay ‘ont in every 
as it is in tho remarkable carica. 
tures of Punch, in which, if Gladstone 
has sometimes the air of a prig, Disracli 
has always the air of Cagliostro. When 
Disracli was at tho head of the ministry, 
the feeling was unavoidable that it was 
an accomplished foreiga talent that was 
governing England, But with Glad. 
stone, it is Kpgland governing herself, 
Much more than in any chief minister the 
English conscience is folt in Gladstone 
In Lord Sidmouth and Mr. Percival, the 
two most ordinary and common-place of 
Prime-ministers, thore was the conven 
tional English respectability and morality 
But in Gladstone it is the power of rec- 
titude which is remarkable. He believes 
in honest dealing, and in subordinating 
public policy to moral law. He may not 
like to be personally criticised, but he is 
not ashamed to be called sentimental in 
his regard for the moral honor as well as 
for the “interest” of England, 

Nothing could be more distasteful to 
Mr. Gladstone than the Egyptian compli- 
cation. Nothing could haye been more 
delightful to Lord Beaconsfield. The 
vagueness of tho object to be attained by 
warlike operations, the difliculty of a pos- 
sible protectorate of the country, the de- 
siro to protect the rights of a people so 
remote from English sympathy and 
habits, naturally oppress Mr, Gladstone, 
thus necessarily engaged in transactions 
in which his country should never have 
been involved. But they would have 
been exciting chapters of romance to 
Lord Beaconstield, and he would have en- 
deavoured to turn the situation to the 
most dazzling account. 

Coping at once with the clusive situa- 
tion in Egypt, with tho franchise in Eng- 
land, and with the discontent of Ireland, 
and goaded by a Tory party not greatly 
led, but officored by a brilliant cynic, a 
worthy squire, and a nondescript mad- 
cap, only a chiof of the sturdiest moral 
and mental quality could hold at seventy- 
three a position which nobody else could 
fill. Itis, us we said, his character no 
less than his genius which will give him 
a great, place in English history. With 
the conquering Chatham and the accom- 
plished Canning, with Sir William Pitt 
and Sir Robert Peel, Gladstone must al- 
ways be mentioned as an English states- 
man and minister who showed in his pub- 
lic and private life, in his masterly grasp 
of affairs, in his ascendency over a great, 
intelligent, and progressive party, in his 
high moral tone and his immense accom- 
plishment, the power which any intelli- 
gent country would wish to see conduct- 
ing its affairs, 

This isthe year in which the other 
great English-speaking nation calls one 
of its citizons to the Chief Executive 
Magistracy. Happy that country if it 
summons to that oflice a statesman so 
commanding, conscientious, and courage- 
ous, and a man so spotless as the English 
Prime-minister! Looking at Gladstone, 
and then across the sea at our Presiden- 
tial contest, the Eaglishman may be par- 
doned if he is not quite ready to abandon 
a political system which brings so great a 
man as Gladstono into the direction of 
the Governmont, and eyon the American 
may wonder whether his system of sclect= 
ing the Chief Magistrate is surer than the 
English method to bring the real chief of 
4 party to the executive chawr,—Harper's, 


A Bottle 248 Years Old, 


Mr. L, Groen, of Nowport, called at 
this office last Saturday morning and ex- 
hibited to us a four-ounce bottle, the ex- 
istence of which is clearly traced back 248 
years, It can not properly be called a 
square or round bottle, as the corners and 
edges hardly approach either. Evidently 
the process of blowing glass at the time 
it was made was in its incipioncy. The 
bottom was doubtless intended to be flat, 
but the corners and edges aro not square- 
ly and smoothly turned, and in the centre 
of the bottom a daub of molten glass 
scoms to have been put on to stop up the 
hole that was left by reason of the odges 
failing to come togethor and closo in the 
centre of the bottom, The shoulders at 
the top of the bottle, too, look as if they 
were intended to bo blown square, but 
instead of this thoy awkwardly double in 
toward the contro, Tho neck of the bot- 
tlo is short and straight, without the usu- 
al rim at the top, and at the bottom of 
the neck it spreads out and is apparently 
molded into the hole loft at the top of 
the bottle where the glass laps over trom 
tho shoulders, Up and down tho body of 
the bottle in a sort of twisting shapo are 
large but pretty uniform ridgos which ap:

their claws, while tho lion, by a snap of 
his teeth, severed the arm cloan from the 
shoulder. The man was taken away by 
other attendants, and he died in hospital 
soon after. 

A few days ago four well-dressod men 
entered a London tavern and had dinner. 
When the moment came to pay they said 
that they had no money with them, but 
would leave a valuable diamond ring. A 
few days later they called, settled the 
previous account, had another dinner, 
talked to the proprietor, and finally sold 
him the ring for £ He considered 
that he had made a good bargain, because 
while it had been in his possession he 
had taken itto a jeweller, who had pro- 
nounced it to be worth £100. The guests, 
however, had on their second visit sub- 
stituted an imitation fac-simile for the 
genuine ring, 


Ever since the public worahip regula- 
tion bill was put in force against. the ex- 
treme high churchmen, the loyalty of the 
ritualists in England has fallen to a low 
ebb.

The land speculators along the western 
Riviera are in a state of dispair at the 
death of the duke of Albany. Thoy had 
induced him to agree to purchase a por- 
tion of some land belonging to a syndi- 
cate at Antibes, and now they urge that 
the agreement should be carried out, and 
that either the duchess of Albany or som 
English prince should build a house there 
and inhabit it, All along the Riviera 
Jand is bought and sold much like stocks 
elsewhere, Everyone speculates. The 
purchasers pay a deposit, and if they are 
unable to resell they forfeit it, Land 
worth 3 or 4 francs a meter was at one 
time run up to 24 or 26 francs, It has 
now fallen to 14 or 15, and will probably 
go lower. 

The philanthropic efforts of the Russian 
agriculturists to render their country in- 
dependent of China for the supply of tea 
appear as yet to have been crowned with 
little success. Samples of the produce of 
the tea plants which haye been acclima- 
tized in Georgia were lately exhibited in 
the hall of the Agricultural Society of the 
Caucasus at Tiflis, and appear to have ex- 
cited considerable interest. Tho local 
journals, however, admit that the samples 
proved to bo rather poor in flavor, and 
that theiraroma resembled that of Chi- 
neae teas of very inferior quality, It is 
pleaded, however, that these specimens 
were grown by aplantor of little experi- 
ence in Chinese methods of cultivation 
and preparation, aud hopos are expressed 
of ultimate success,

Recent years have beon unusually pro- 
lific in discoveries of the remains of the 
prehistoric inhabitants of England. An 
interesting discovery of tho kind has late- 
ly been made in the valley of the An- 
cholme, near Brigg, in Lincolnshire 
Some laborers, who were excavating brick 
earth, came upon a corduroy road at a 
depth of some seven feet below the sur- 
face. Above the road isa stratum of six 
feet of clay, and upon the clay lies a layer 
of peat. ltis known that this peat has 
occupied its present position for consider- 
ably more than a thousand years, a Mo- 
man road, which is still in good order, 
crossing it. The nowly-discovered track 
is formed of huge oaken beams, which 
are fastened into the glacial drift beneath 
by means of oaken pins; and it is bo- 
lieved by geologists who have visited the 
excavations that these timbors were laid 
down at least ten thousand years ago. 
The track seoms to be about a mile in 
length, but whither it led and what was 
its use, are questions which are scarcely 
likely to be solved. 
A Feat of Telegraphy. 
Tho Telegraphist says :—We havo often 
heard of the wonderful line between this 
country and Tehéran, the capital of Per- 
sia, a distance of 3,800 miles; but we 
scarcely realized the fact that good sig- 
nals were obtiinable through so great a 
length of wire until recently, when we 
availed ourselves of an inyitation from 
the managing director 
of tho Indo-European Telegraph Com- 
pany, to make a visit of inspection. It 
was between 7 and 8 on Sunday evening, 
April 13, when we reached the office in 
Old Broad street. We were first shown 
the Morse printer in connection with the 
main line from London to Teheran. Tho 
clerk in charge informed us that we were 
through to Emden, and with the same 
ease with which one ‘wires'’ from the 
city to the West end, we asked a few 
questions of the telegraphist in the Ger- 
man town. When we had finished with 
Emden, we spoke with the same facility 
to the clerk on duty at Odessa. A fow 
seconds later we were through to the Per- 
sian capital (Teheran). ‘Teheran said 
‘Call Kurrachee,” and in less time than 
it takes to say these words we gained the 
attention of the Indian town, The aig- 
nals were good, aud our speed must have 
equalled fifteon wordaaminute, The op- 
erator at Kurachee, when he learned that 
London was spoaking to him, thought it 
would be a good opportunity to pub us 
through to Agra, and to our astonishment 
the signals did not fail, and we chatted 
pleasantly for a few minutes with the 
clerk on duty, ‘To make this triumph of 
telegraphy complete, Agra switched us 
on to another line, and we were soon talk- 
ing toa native telegraphist at the Indian 
vernment cable station, Calcutta, At 
first he could not believe that he was in 
direct communication with the English 
capital, and exclaimed in Morse lan 
guage ; ‘Are you really London?” Truly 
this wasa great achievement. Metallic 
communication without a break from No.

The scabbards are 
mostly made in the country, either of 
wood covered with leather, or, for hunt- 
ing swords, of clephants’ cars.’ Swords, 
daggers, and oak clubs aro ulso used : 
bows and arrows have almost entirely 
gone out of fashion. Tho shields used by 
the Soudanese are made of the skins of 
elephants, rhinosceroses, giraffes, and buf- 
faloes, They are generally round and of 
about fifty centimeters diameter, but the 
Shukrich and other tribes on the Blue 
Nile have long shields which cover the 
whole body. — Armor is also used by the 
leading men of most of the tribes. Itcon- 
sists of an iron helmet and visor, and a 
coat made of thin steel rings, which covers 
the whole body down to the feet. Tho 
chief’s horses are also protected in a sim- 
ilar manner, but such suits of armor are 
very expensive, and are not used by more 
than six hundred persons in the whole of 
the Soudan, Firearms are not very 
common, but they are a good deal used 
in the hunting districts, The worst shota 
in the Soudan were among the men under 
Osman Digma, while in Kordofan tho 
medhi has among his supporters many 
hunters who, if armed with Remington 
rifles, would be formidable even to Euro- 
peans. 


Campl’s Execution, 
Michael Campi, who was sentenced to 
death at the last Seine assizes for the 
murder of M. Ducros de Sixt, a retired 
barrister, who lived with his aged sister 
in an isolated house in the Rue du Re- 
gard, was executed to-day on the Place 
do la Roquette, It will be recollected 
that whon he was arrested he confessed = 
his guilt and stated that plunder was his 
object. It was not until yesterday after- 
noon that the prison authorities received 
notice that the law was to take its course, 
and orders were issued to prepare for tho 
execution this morning, The order be- 
came known, and from midnight crowds 
pressed from all parts of Paris to tho 
jgcene of the execution. At 2 o'clock the 
metropolitan police and troopa took pos- 
session of the ground and barred entrance 
from the surrounding streets. Admission 
to the place itself was confined to the 
agents of the law and the representatives 
of the press. Though unable to see from 
the streets to which they were kept, the 
people increased in numbers as day dawn- 
ed. They belonged to most classes of 
society, and included numbers of women, 
some of whom had babies in their arms, 
Altogether, the demeanor of the crowd 
was revolting. The guillotine having beon 
erected, a preparation which occupied 
about an hour, and its condition tested, 
the director of the prison, with his ad- 
jutants and tho chaplain, went to the cell 
of the condemned man, to lead him to his 
doom, hia was half-past 4 o'clock. 
Campi was cound asleep, Having been 
awoke and told that his hour was como, 
he dressed without assistance, and, whon 
he had drank a glass of wine, began his 
walk to the soufold, showing the sano 
hardened and fearless déineanor that has 
all along characterized him. The only 
question he asked was whether any jour- 
nalists wore preaont, and, boing answered 
in tho affirmative, remarked;  ‘ Les 
ino! Uf Viwy had not written so much 
abvousine 4 should haye got off.” Tho 
soaffold boing reached, the chaplain do- 
livored tho usual exhortations, and finally 
ony col the prisoner, The executionor 
then dt his work, Whon the head had 
fullon it was placed with the body in a 
pannier, and, escorted by four gendarmes,

Cracked Eggs. 
One day last week, ina dingy little 


room atthe South End, a tall blue-eyed 
man, witha Horace Greeley cut to his 
gray whiskers, and a ‘'Go-west-young 
man” promptness of action, was bre: king 
cracked oggs into a pewtor dish.

Twenty-two eggs will fill a quart, after 
they aro broken, and I soll a quart for 
the same price I pay for two dozen; so 
when tho number of ‘poor ones aro taken 
into account my profits are quite small. I 
handle about three hundred dozen daily. 
In tho fall many poor ones aro found, but 
now they are they are nearly all now-laid 
and good. ‘The only test applied to de- 
tect bad eggs is that of amell, and I have 
woll-paid and skilled girls in’ my employ 
for that purpose, Ono bad egg will taint 
a barrel. Eggs come here from all parts 
of tho country and British provinces. 
Princo Edward Island oggs will keep the 
longest; the noxt best are from the nor- 
thern New England States, and tho poor- 
est are from Towa and the West. When 
an oggs is kopt along timo, the white 
grows weak, allowing the yolk to fall 
through and adhere totho shell. Ina 
short time after this, decomposition begins 
to set in, and it will give out » musty 
odor when broken. T havo to exerciso a 
great deal of care, as an egg that looks 
perfect is often bad, and would spoil all 
it camo in contact with, if it were not dis- 
carded. Of course hons' eggs are largely 
inthe majority, but we handle many 
dozen turkeys’, ducks’, guinea hens’ and 
other eggs during the year. Eternal vig- 
ilance and absolute clagniiness are the two 
indispensable things in this business,

Tf Canada farmers find it practicable to 
grow two crops of cattle food per acro an 
their cheap lands, and where crops and 
animals are worth from ton to twenty per 
cent less than farmors get in the States, 
it would scom that we could afford to_ex- 
tend the practice here, It is very evident 
that tho soiling system is to become moro 
popular as the country grows older, and 
our farmers are driven to better methods 
of culturo, Many farmors are learning 
that they cannot afford to keep a good 
piece of land in permanent pasture. Thero 
is too much waste of feed by trampling, 
and by covering with the excrements of 
tho animals at pasture, Of course, these 
remarks do not apply to the rough, roy 
cheap lands, that cannot be profitably 
ploughed and cultivated. Circumstances 
must govern in deciding how to treat any 
land, —Boston Farmer, 


AGRICULTURAL ITEMS. 


For three years tho Rio Grande Sugar 
Company in Now Jorsoy have fattened 
swino on sorghum seed, ‘'Thore has been 
no sickness, aad they value this feod a) 
equal to corn, It is cooked by steampipo 
coiled in a tank, 

It is anid that Ruasian foresters out 
treos just before the bark tightons in tho 
spring too much for pooling. Thoy atrip 
tho bark off, but leave the uppor branches 
and thoir loaves untouched, Through 
thoso loaves much of tho sap in the body 
of the treo evaporates before thoy become 
dry, tho trunk seasons mopidly, and makes 
timbor much moro valuablo for any pur- 
pose than that cut in wintor, 

In his *‘Seasonablo Hinta” tho oditor of 
tho Gardener's Monthly says: “Do not 
plant immediately aftor the frost leaves 
tho soil; wait until it drios a little, whon 
you can tread tho soil firmly about the 
roots without danger of rendoring it hard 
as it dries more, If circumstances make 
it noconssary to plant in wot soil, do not 
proas tho soil much untilit gota drier. It 
is important to have tho soil woll prossed 
about the roots, but it injuries tho soil to 
pross it whon wet, 


Loachod ashes are good for almost any 
crop, but should bo applied with other 
fortilizors that contain vogetable substan- 
los, like barn manuro, ‘Thus applied on 
most soils, and for noarly all crops, 
twonty-five conts a bushel would be choap- 
or than commercial fortilizors. Fifty 
bushels of ashos applied to an acre of lands 
in connection with two cords of good atablo 
manure, would produce bottor results for 
moatoropa than 160 bushols applicd with 
out othor fortilizers, or five cords of atablo 
| manure applied with no othor fortilizor 
with ib.

Early Matured Beef. 


All intelligent feeders know, fromactual 
experiments, that the younger an animal 
is, tho less food it takes to produce a 
sound growth in live weight, and they 
now that the amovnt of food increasoa 
regularly with tho ago of the animal. 
When the animal is full fed, it requires 
Joss food to put on a pound live weight 
the first six months than for the second 
six months, and loss the second than tho 
third, and so onj and the reason is, that 
the food of support constantly increases 
with age. Our fat stock shows have 
now proved, moat conclusively, undor 
cost of production, that the animal 
cighteon months old costs less than half 

as much per pound as the ono thirty-six 
months old, y ' 

Early matured beof is becoming more 
and more po at year, Three and 
four-year-old cattle will soldom be secon 
in market ten years from now, unlossa 
from the unfonced range. The lessons 
of the Fat Stock Show will be heeded, 
and very soon the old-style feeders will be 
compelled to change their system of alter- 
nate feeding and starving, or they will be 
obli; to quit the business of feeding. 
Feoding is now becoming an art, requiring 
expert knowledge of foods and their com- 
bination, and this knowledge cannot be 
di led without certain loss,—Na- 
tional Live-Stock Journal, 


Petroleum for Farm Uses, 


Keop tho quarters, occupied by pigs 
clean and pure, and do not allow the ani 
mala which aro to aflord food for your 
nice and clean table to wallow in filth and 
manure, Pigs like cleanness if only al 
lowed a fair chance and if not driven into 
tho dirt by careless ownors, 

For celory, burn a bod os for tobacco, 
and, after sowing seed, press the ground 
firmly, cover with a few brush or old 
straw; watch olosely, and gradually ro 
move the covering after ton daya or two 
weeks, Colory sood requires from two to 
three weeks in sprouting 


In sotting cabbages, cauliflowers, toma 
toos and other plants in gardens where 
thore may bo out-worms, wind o small 
atrip of paper around tho plant so that it 
will be about one inch below the surface 
and two inches above, This is said by an 
old farmor to be a sure preventive. 
Beans, carrots, celery, corns, onions, 
spinach, may bo relicd ‘upon for two to 
threo years; beets, lettuce, turnips, to- 
matocs, for three to four years; pons, rad- 
ish, cabbage, for four to six years; cucum 
bers, melons, squashes, and aimilar secds 
will germinate after ton years, and more, 


To onsure a stand from asparagus seed, 
scald the seed with hot water and soak for 
twonty hours, then mix in a box with 
moist earth. In about ten days or two 
weeks thoy will begin to sprout, when 
you can sow inthe open ground. It is 
very difficult to get a stand of asparagus 
from seed without this preliminary treat- 
ment. 
Save acornor of the garden for a fow 
aromatic herbs. They thrive nicely along 


A correspondent of the Rural New 
Yorker writea as follows:—Crude petro- 
loum is a wonderful preservative of wood, 
but it is inno sense a paint, and should 
have no pigment whatever mixed with it, 
It has none of the drying properties of 
linseed oil, and will never en upon a 
surface. On the contrary, it will pene- 
trate where water cannot, filling the pores 
of wood and completely excluding wet. 
Thero is nothing equal to it as a first qi 
plication to buildings or fences, especially 
when rough and weather-beaten. I 
so applied it, leaving it a fow weeks t 
tho action of the air and hot sun, then 
covering with lead and linseed oil, The 
wood-work of my farming tools is kept 
full of it, Applied hot to waggon felloes 
from time to timo, the tires will never 
loosen. For years I have used it in a 
multitude of ways, anda barrel of light 
crude petroleum J should not like to be 
without. Almost any city has a refinory 
where it may be procured, and it costs 
me, per 50- aa basses freight and all, 
about $5. But if you getany, got under- 
* standing with it, and don't try to make a 
paint of it. Don't grease your harness 
with it, and don't use it to kindle your 
fires.

Trregularities as to tho amount of ra- 
tions for morning, noon, and night, will 
oiten serve to check all improvement, or 
Oy to Raines loss i condition, Te 
working horses this becomes especially 
manifest; those that are fed unequally, or 
at hap-hazard, consuming often an exces- 
sive amount of fodder, yet Yailing in con- 
dition, becoming languid, and easily fa- 
tigued in harness, and the subject of fre- 
quent attacks of colic and indigestion. In 
many such instances the remedy is to 
change the feeder; when upon a smaller 
ration, even, but in the hands of a caro- 
ful, observant, and punctual man, the 
same horses will s ily recuperate, 
gain flesh, and perform their daily tasks 
with increasing energy. In other stock 
the effects may be less manifest, but they 
are no less real; and all the difference 
botween tho success of some stock-owners, 
and the failure of others, may be traced, 
in many cases, to this ono subject of 
more or less care in the feeding, so as to 
adapt it to the wants of the individual 
beast,—National Live Stock Journal,

Earth Tremors, 

Earth tremors produced by artificial 
disturbances, such as the passing of car- 
riages or trains, the movements of ma- 
chinery or bodies of people, are at our 
disposal for daily observation. AtGreon- 
wich Observatory tho tremulous motion 
in the soil, especially noticeable on bank 
holidays and at all times when Greenwich 
Park was unusually crowded, resulted in 
the construction of an apparatus in which 
the dish of mercury used in the deter- 
mination of the collimation error of tho 
transit circle was suspended by flaccid 
springs. By means of this contrivance 
the tremulous motions of the ground wero 
absorbed before t) oy reached the mercury, 
and tho difficulty of observation was over- 
come. French engineers, working with 
delicate surveying instruments in crowded 
cities, have similarly heon compelled to 
suspend a portion of their apparatus, so 
that a steady image could BA obtained, 
Professor H. M, Paul, secking for a sito 
for the Naval Observatory at Washington, 
found that the image of a star reflected 
from a tray of mercury was disturbed 

y atrain passing at the distance of a 
mile. Lieutenant Colonel Palmer, whon 
engaged in observing the transit of Venus 
in New Zealand, discovered that a ditch 
a fow feet in depth was sufliciont to en- 
trench his instrumentsagainst the disturb- 
ance created by trains passing at a dist- 
ance of 700 yards, Captain Denman found 
tho effect of a goods train to be transmitted 
1100 feet above marshy ground, but vertio- 
ally above the train, passing through a 
tunnel in sandstone, disturbance extend- 
ed only 100 foot. Ono rosult obtained 
from these and numerous other observa- 
tions upon artificially produced tremors 
indicates that these disturbances wero 
superficial, and although they may creep 
up the surface of a gentlo sloping hill, 
their spread is clleoked diy a stoop cutting.

Ivis thon furthor 
cloaned in othor tanks by washing and 
stirring, until the water is clear, and ia 
drawn off. Tho starch is then removed 
to o kiln, whoro is it dried and rondered 
fit for market.

THE GHEEL LUNATIO COLONY 


A Peoullar Insfitution Founded on Supor- 
stition,An Abode of Desc. 
lation 


Dr, Georgo A. Tuckor, who has beon 
ongaged some timo, under the auspices of 
the New South Wales government, in a 
tour of America and Kurope, investigat 

ing the cure and treatment of the insane, 
has published in a little pamphlet just ig 

suod in Birmingham, Eng)and, an sinter. 
esting account of the lunatic colony at 
Gheol, Bolgium, which he visited in De 

combor last. ‘Tho aystem there adopted 
is that of distributing thom among the 
householders of the locality. Tho com 

muno of Gheel is twenty-six miles from 
Antwerp. The origin of tho colony is sot 
down in some accounts as follows : In the 
month of May in tho yoar 600 a British 
chief or prince haying his abode in the 
oasis of Gheel, with his daughter, who 
was a pious, Christian woman, cut off hor 
head. Sho was subsequontly canonized 
as St. Dymphna, and her foto day is set 
down as on May 16 in tho Roman Catho- 
lic calondar, On the scene of her mur- 
der a small chapel was orected, and tho 
locality soon became famous for tho re- 
puted cures of lunacy effected through in- 
vocations to tho beautiful saint. Another, 
and perhaps more generally accepted tra 

dition, is that the father of tho saint was 
an Irish pagan prince and that Dymphna, 
with hor confessor, St. Gereberno, fled 
into the wilderness of Gheel, to avoid 
the assaults of her father, Thither she 
was pursued by her unnatural parent, 
whose followers murdered her confessor, 
while the fathor himsolf decapitated the 
saint. Tho historical records establish 
tho fact that as far back as the twelfth 
contury, Gheel was an ancient lunatic col- 
ony, resorted to by large numbers of pa- 
tients, chiefly of tho humbler classes, suf- 
foring from cerebral and nervous disordors. 
The treatment adopted in those remote 
times seems to have been chiefly of a re- 
ligious or superstitious character, Prox- 
imity to the remains of the saint, or the 
scene of her martyrdom, was in itself re- 
garded as a great advantage, and this, in 
addition to religious exercises attheshrino, 
secured to tho patient the full benefits to 
bo derived from tho system in vogue, 
Nor has this faith wholly disappeared at 
the present day, for prayers and invoca- 
tions to the saint are constantly resorted 
to as curative expedients, 

The present church of St. Dymphna is 
a very fine, large and ancient edifico—is 
said to have replaced a chapel which had 
beon dedicated to St. Martin of Tours, It 
was completed in 1340, and in 1400 it 
was consecrated to St. Dymphna by a 
brief of Pope Eugeno IV, To it the re- 
mains of St. Dymphna aro supposed to 
haye been transferred, Her cenotaph, at 
any rate, stands in the choir, on pillars 
which elovate it some three fect above tho 
ground, and through the space thus left, 
the patients (or thoso who are intercad- 
ing for them) crawl nine times a day on 
nine successive days, repeating prayors to 
the saint. The actual relics of the 
saint, as woll as the precious caso in 
which they are inclosed, are however, 
said to be kept in some private and secure 
place. 

Dr, Tucker does not give a captivating 
description of Gheel, which is a rather 
gloomy, dirty place, with narrow, ill-kept 
streets. Tho communo of Gheel has a 
population of over 10,000, of whom near- 
ly 2,000 are lunatics. The town itself has 
4 population of 6,000, Tho leading feat- 
ure of the place is the frequent drinking- 
shop. Tho hospital, to which the new 
patients are first brought, is a building 
suggestive of molancholy, New comer 
are retained for awhile at the hospital, 
and then drafted out among the cottag- 
ers, one or two pationts, and sometimes 
three, being assigned to each cottage, In 
ancient timos the patients were at first 
lodged in an old house near the church, 
still called inthe Flemish language the 
“Ziokenkamer,” or sick-room, where they 
underwent religious treatment for nino 
days with a view to their cure, Some- 
times a second course of nino days’ simi- 
lar treatment was gone through, and if 
they still showed no signs of recovery 
they were committed to the care of some 
family in the neighborhood of the church 
which they daily attended to participate 
in the benefit of the prayers specially of- 
fered on their behalf. ‘The house is still 
used as of old, though not to the same 
extent. In addition to the medical di- 


aro four medical assistants living in tho 
town, and to each of these a quarter o! 
the colony is assigned, which they aro ox- 
pected to visit twice a month, and per- 
sonally to inspect each patient. ‘There 
aro, besides, six inspecting attendants, 
who are also expected to visit each pa- 
tient twice a month. 


Dr, Tucker inspected the hospital very 
thoroughly and went about among tho 
people freely, talking with many of them, 
{o found the dullness and monotony uni- 
versal. There is nothing to occupy the 
time or attention of the patients but tho 
almost enforced labor imposed on them, 
which in many instances is repugnant to 
their feolings and unsuitable to their men- 
tal and pv aioe! conditions, In other re- 
spects they aro left to their own resources 
in the families and among the frequentors 
of the houses in which they are lodged, 
Their lifo from day to day and year to 
year is a mere torpid existence, devoid of 
varioty in the present and of hope in tho 
future—an existence as stagnant and un- 
Wholesome as that of tho water in tho 
pools acattored all over the place, At 
the hospital ho learned that tho patients 
on thoir first coming are dotained there 
from five to eight days. Every Wednos- 
ataff meot and decido 
what patients shall be drafted out, At 
tho tine of his visit there wero in the 
hospital thirty-two men and twenty-two 
women, 

The drinking-shops referred to aro very 
freely patronized by tho pationta, num 
bors of whom are domiciled therein, Gen- 
cralizing on the aspects of tho placo Dr. 
Tuckor says: ‘‘Many, if not most, of 
tho pationts I saw looked neglected, cold, 
dirty, and misorablo, A number of them 
seomed to have no object or purposo in 
life but that of sitting near tho smoky 
atovo (if thore is one, which is not always 
tho case) of tho kitchon, with nothing to 
divert the mind or break the eternal mo- 
notony of their oxistence. Only in one 
house did I find any books, and nowhoro 
did thore seom any provision made for tite 
intollectual or other amusemont of the 
patients, In this, as in so many othor re 
the canons of modern troat- 
ment, agreed upon by the best authorities 
in lunacy, aro ignored and probably un 
known,’

Beards, 


Shaving becamo almost universal with 
the Restoration, the Second Charles, 
with whom tho growth soems to have been 
naturally deficient, setting the fashidh. 
Still, there were those who refused to 
surrender the beard. In Ely Cathedral, 
for instanco, as late as tho first decade of 
the eighteenth contury, we see a bearded 
efligy of a Bishop ofthe See. Then came 
a long period, lasting down almost to his 
generation, during which no words were 
hard enough for the audacious creature 
who dared to show himself in the haunts 
of his follows as, aa it may bo presumed, 
Nature had intended him to be. He was 
supposed to be revolutionary in politics, 
and heretical in faith, if not positively an 
atheist. Persons not yot miidaleaged will 
remomber how fiercely the controversy 
raged. Jt sounds ludicrous now to 4 


younger generation, which, thanks to the 
struggles of thoir elders, enjoy a perfect 
freedom in such matters; but it was not a 
laughing matter at the timo, Bishops and 
judges, as has been said before, not only 
denounced, but persecuted, the beard.

The Flower Garden and Lawn, 


Tt is late to expect the best resulta from 
sowing grass seeds, and if the lawn is of 
but moderate sizo it will be better to lay 
sods. Tho turf from a road-side or pas- 
ture should be beaten down to bring its 
roots in contact with the soil. If grass- 
seed is sown as late as thismonth, is is 
customary to adda sprinkling of oats— 
say a quart to a bushel of grass-seed, The 
object of this is to afford shade to tho 
young grass, and itis well enough if the 
oats are not allowed to goto seed, They 
should be cut carly, The lawn should be 
mowed with a lawn mower, evety week 
or ten days, until dry weather comes, 


rector, who resides at the hospital, there dry, 


and then the frequency should depend 
upon the growth. Do not cut up the 
lawn with too many beds, Place them 
near tho drives or walks whero they will 
be seen. They may be planted in 
masses one kind each, or in ribbons of 
contrasted colors. In either make the 
soil rich and keep the grass margin well 
defined. 

This is the month in which nurserymen 
advise evergreens to be transplanted. 
Success with evergreens depends upon 
keeping tho roots from drying. If tho 
roots of a deciduous tree dry out, thoy 
can be restored. Not so with the coni- 
fers. If their roots are once allowed to 
» no moisture will restore them, 
Whether evergreens are to be removed 
from a nursery, or from pastures, keep 
the roots well covered, When they aro 
set out, if several stones, as largo as one 
can lift are laid over the roots, they will 
anchor the tree, and sorve asan excelent 
mulch to keep the surface soil moist, 

After tho fall-planted bulbs—Tulips, 
Hyacinths, Narcissuses, etc., have bloom- 
ed, do not disturb them as long as the 
leaves remain green, When the foliage 
begins to turn yellow, the bulbs may be 
taken up, dried, and kept until time to 
plant next autumn. Gladioluses, Lilies, 
ete., may now be planted, Tuberoses 
may be left until the soil is well warmed, 
or they may be started in boxes of earth 
in a sunny window. If no hot-bed is at 
hand, place dahlia roots in a sunny 
corner, and cover them at night. When 
the buds start divide tho roots.—Ameri- 
can Agriculturis',

The third caso is of a different kind. 
It appears that in the course of the past 
year a retired officer named St, Elme 
started a radical nowspaper in Corsica. 
This journal, which attacked in very se- 
vere terms the republicans now in office, 
was naturally much disliked by the pre- 
fect of Corsica, by whose order letters ad- 
dressed to the editor were seized in the 
postoflice. M. St. Elme, meeting the 
prefect at a cafe in the town of Ajaccio, 
taxed him with this, and, after some 
strong language had been used: on both 
sides, the landlord of the cafe and his 
waiters set upon M. St. Elme and beat 
him unmercifully. For this offense M. 
St. Elme (not the landlord of the cafe) 
was summoned and sentenced to five 
months imprisonment. Hoe appealed 
against the sentence, but a féw’ days be- 
fore the appeal was heard he was so badly 
beaten that he had to be brought into 
court upon a licter, The judgment pro- 
nounced by the court below was confirm- 
ed, though the term of imprisonment was 
reduced from five months to six weeks; 
but the unfortunate man will not undergo 
the sentence, because he died of his injur- 
ies the next day. His death comes asa 
very striking commentary upon the speech 
of the public prosecutor, who suggested 
that his injuries were very trifling, evon 
if he were not ‘‘shamming” altogether.—

This oil would make a lake more than one 
mile square and ten feet deep. The 
money actually invested in petroleum pro- 
duction since 1860 is estimated to be more 
than $425,000,000, of which $20,000,000 
was capital from New York city, Since 
1880 more than $12,000,000 has been 
used in building iron tanks, and nearly 
as much in pipe lines, all by one corpora- 
tion. The tanks cost on an average $8,- 
000 each. A 35,000-barrel tank is 10 
feet in diameter and 28 feot high. There 
isa lateral pressure of 6,000 pounds on 
each square inch of a tank of this size 
when full of oil. There is 100 tons of 
iron used in constructing one. 

The speculative transactions in petro- 
leum represent more than $400,000000 
annually, Tho lowest price crude petro- 
leum ever brought was 10 cents a barrel, 
in 1861. In 1859, when thore was only 
one well in existence, Col. Drake's Pio- 
neer at Titusville, the price was $24 a 
barrel. Besides the 5,000 miles of pipe 
line in use in the oil regions there are in 
operation 1,200 miles of trunk pipe lines 
connecting the region with Cleveland, 
Pittsburgh, Buffalo, and New York, and 
lines building to Philadephia and Balti- 
moro, In tho line between Olean and 
New York 16,000 barrels of oil are trans- 
ported daily. These lines are all the pro- | 
porty of the Standard Oil Company, ex- 
cept one between Bradford and Williams- 

rt, Pa. The Standard employs 100,- 

mon. Tho product of its rofineries 
requires the making of 25,000 oak barrels 
of forty gallons each, and 100,000 tin can: | 
holding five gallons each, overy day. The 
first American petroleum ever exported 
was in 1862, Charles Lockhart of Pitts- 
burgh sent nearly 600,000 gallons to Eu- 
rope in that year and sold it for $2,000 
less than the coat of transportation, In 
1888 nearly 400,000,000 gallons were ex- 
ported, for which $60,000,000 were re- 
turtied to the country. 


Worship in a Japanese Temple. 


This 1s a common custom among the old 
people of the Buddhist faith, Having 
closed their account with life, they devote 
their remaining days, be they few or 
many, to propitiating Buddha, woarying 
him with incessant prayer for admittance 
into tho heavenly state, We saw many 
of these peoplo in the temple, Two, a 
neat old lady and a vigorous old man, 
were noticeable for the businesslike way 
in which they sot about their task, Thoy 
had taken possession of one of tho little 
chapels that abound in the temple, a 
small aloove with a shrine crowded with 
gods, and filled up with litle trays boar. 
ing food, each labollod with the name of 
the donor, Both man and woman wore 
on their knees, and each had a tiny wood- 
on hammer with which wey, inoossantly 
struck a small gong, The old man, with 
tho solfishnoss of his sox, had in addition 
possessed himsolf of a largo bronze bell. 
rom time to timo ho struck this, its 
sonorous notes drowning the sound of the 
woman's gong and fixing tho attention of 
Buddha oxclusively upon him, All tho 
whilo both man and woman rapidly pray- 
od, tho old man occasionally broaking 
forth in song, with most comical effect. 
Like Ito's mothor, thoy had como hore

Otherwise London is divided up into a 
large number of parishes, which are gov- 
erned by ‘‘vestries,” and into boroughs, 
like Westminster and Southwark, which 
have still another kind of government. 

There are one or two ‘Boards’ indeed, 
which exercise their functions throughout 
the whole area of the metropolis. These 
are the Board of Works, whichestablish tho 
roads, make regulations for health, aud 
look after the sewerage, water, and a0 on ; 
the School Board, which presides over the 
national schools, and the Board of Polico 
Commissioners, who manage the polico 
force of the entire city. 

Justice is meted out in the large part of 
London by police magistrates, who are 
appointed and salaried by the State. But 
in the “city” proper the Lord Mayor ant 
Aldermen are the magistrates, serving— 
like the English country magistrates— 
without pay. 

The many evils attendant upon tho 
divided government of London have long 
been recognized ; and now a bill has been 
introduced into Parliamont changing tho 
various local and independent systems, 
and combining London under one central 
system. 

This measure proposes, indeed, to 
make London a sort of municipal federa- 
tion, which we may compare with tho 
United States, The Lord Mayor, chosen, 
Hot us now, by a small body ina single 
lveality, but by the representatives of 
the wholo metropolis, will ‘find his an- 
thority extended throughout its limits. 
(he Board of Aldermen is to bé abolished, 
and a Common Council chosen by and for 

parish and 


all London. 

At the samo timo each 
borough is still to have its Toeal body, 
acting under the general one, and manag: 
ing its local affairs, just as do our States 
under the genéral Government at Wash- 
ington, 
The present Corporation of the “city” 
is thus mado tho basis and nucleus of the 
new single government which ix to hold 
sway, not over fifty thousand, but over 
four millions of people, 

In making this great change, tho 
Cabinet proposos that tho poople to be 
govorned shall haye a much Jargor. share 
in olecting thoir civic rulera than they 
have hitherto had, cither in the “city” 
or in tho parishes, Tho government of 
tho “city” has already, been chosen by tlio 
“livery-mon" and tho various trade guilda, 
Now, the mass of thoso who ary interested 
in the conduct of municipal qfsirs will 
have a voice at the polls as ty who shall 
assume it, 
All tho important fanctions, in short, 
of the municipal rule except jx or relief, 
education, and police, are to by given to 
tho new corporation. Tho council thus 
created is to consist of two hundred and 
forty mombers, this entire body being 
lected every three yours, Of these, tho 
“city” propor will liive thirty mombors, 
The Lond Denver will hy oloctod by this 
council, and will be pail auch salary as it 
chooaos to voto him, 
Each of tho old vestry districts will 
havo its “district council,” all the powers 
of which will be derived from thio genoral 
Common Council, and tho mombera of 
which will bo chosen by tho yoters of tho 
locality itself.

The Temple of Diana, 


One building at Ephesus surpassed all 
the rest in magnificence and in fame, This 
was the tomple of Artemus or Diana, 
wh ch glittered in brilliant beauty at the 
head of the harbor, and was reckoned by 
the ancients as one of the wonders of the 
world, Tho sun, it was said, saw nothing 
inhiscourse more magnificent than Diana's 
temple.

1 stood the other day in the vault of the 
form'dable fortress of iron and masonry on 
Forty-second stroot, where Jaxt yoar the 
richest nabob in the world ly»cked up his two 
hundred millions of di llars in stocks, bonds 
and othor securities.

Wild Vines About The House. 


While admitting that many foreign 
planta are all that is claimed for them, I 
ike our own native ones best, because I 
seo great merit in thom. I never have 
understood why porsons of exeellont 
taste should neglect them, unless it is 
because they are not familiar with thom, 
Thore is no finer vino for use about the 
house than the Virginia Oreepor, (Ampe- 
lopsis quinquefolia). It in found al- 
most everywhere at the north and is 
hardy. It’ grows rapidly, is oasily tran- 
planted, haw beautiful foliage, and is a 
miracle of gorgeous coloring in autumn, 
After tho loaves hove fallen its purple 
berries are more ornamental than tho 
flowers of many plants, It is, or should 
be, to us Americans, what the Ivy isi o 
tho Englishman. I! you want something 
to drapo the veranda, you can select 
nothing better. If you wish a vine to 
climb up to, and all along, the eaves and 
around the second-story windows, this is 
the plant to got, Tho Virginia creeper 
is a robust, self-reliant vino, and will 
tako care of itself and dolight all with 
its luxurianco if it is given half a 
chance. 

Another very desirable vine is tho 
Bittorsw et (Celastrus scandens). It has 
beautiful, bright foliage, which is seldom 
infested with insects. During tho later 
part of the season its clusters of acarlot 
berries, enclosed in orango husks, which 
part snd disclose the fruit within, are 
showy enough to suit any one. ‘These 
berries hang on all winter if the birds let 
them alone. For yerandas and porches 
tho Bitterawoot or Wax-work is quite 
equal to the Virginia creepor, and that is 
high praise. 

Another moat beautiful plant for those 
who do not consider that boauty deponds 
on bright and vivid color is, our native 
Clematis, or Virgin’s Bower. This vine 
has fine and vigorous foliago, and in July 
is covered with thousands of delicate, 
white flowers, of delicious fragrance. 
One of the finest effects that I have ever 
seen produced by growing two planta 
together on ao trollis, was io by 
training a Clomatis among climbing roses. 
The contrast of the pink and white 
flowers was simply exquisite, and the 
dainty grace of the Clematis added a 
greater charm to the roses, For uso in 
vases in the house, tho long sprays of 
Clematis, when in bloom, aro finer to m: 
mind than anything else to combine with 
flowers of vivid color. It is easily trans- 
plantod and, like tho other two native 
climbers, will take care of itself.

The overture was 
adopted by a strong majority: 
Rey. Mr. Armstrong (Ottawa) said he 
would not have trespassed on the patience 
of the asscinbly, especially at that hour, 
but that ho felt that some slight misappre- 
hension as to the nature of the overture and 
of the intention of the movers had taken 
possession of at least some members of the 
assembly. That arose probably in a large 
measure from the title attached to the over- 
ture, The overture which he had to pres- 
ent to the assembly was not political at all, 
but was moral. It was essentially a great 
moral question, and really should have come 
up in connection with the state of religion, 
He should like that point te be fully seiz 
hy members of the assembly, ax his view 
would be confirmed by an examination of 
the nature of the overture. With respect 
to the motive that induced the movers of the 
overture in the presbytery of Ottawa, and 
afterwards the whole synod of Montreal and 
Ottawa, to send up the overture, it was not 
that any political action shoull be taken, 
but rathor that it should be educational. It 
was admitted by every one that there were 
very serious ovils arising from the intensity 
of party polities in this country. If there 
was an evil affecting our cominunity, and 
striking at the very life, of our young nation, 
then it was the duty of the church to seek 
to grapple with it, and, just as the church 
was gruppling with the great evils of intem- 
porance and Sabbath-broaking, 80 now it 
should grapple with the evils that arose from 
sarty politics, ‘The general assembly of the 
Pres pyterian church should regard its busi- 
neas to be not morely to take up reports of 
committees and deal with financial questions, 
and the general boards of the church, but to

Ashes from Corn Cobs 


When I was a small boy living in tho 
woods, 26 miles froma lemon and grocer+ 
ios of overy kind, I importuned my moth- 
er to make dome shortcake for supper, but 
sho said she had no saleratus to make it 
light, but jf-1 would burn some. corn cobs} 
and dissolye the saloratus out of tho ash, 
she would make tho desired shortcake. I 
ostablishod temporary alkali works for this 
purpose, and was proud of the ingenuity 
of my mother, who could thus extract 
“Jightness” from cob ashes, for the short- 
cako was light axa/puff, asked her why 

cob ashes were better than other ashos 
for this purpose. ‘Because they are 
stronger.” She measured tho atrongth by 
the amount of carbonate of potash thoy 
contained. 

Inquiring about the manurial valuo of cob 
ashes, and not finding a satisfactory analy- 
sis, 1 determined to ascertain formysolf the 
strength of these ashes, I burned ton 
cobs just as they would be treated if 
burned for fuel and not as usually done 
for analysis , viz: to burn them white and 
thus remove all coal. “Iobtained the fol-

“There 1s money in that cause of faint- 
ness and indolence, but in this country 
not only the sweetness, but the great 
yalue of the flowers, is wasted on the 
desert air, In northern India the roses 
aro regularly cultivated. They are plant- 
ed in rows in fields, and require no _par- 
ticular care. When they begin to bloom 
they are picked before mid-day, The 
work is done by women and children, 
who seem to regard it as more as a pleas- 
ure than a pursuit of Jabor, The rose 
leaves are distilled'in twice their weight 
of water, which is drawn off into open 
vessels, These are allowed to stand over 
night, being covered up with cloths to 
keep out dirt and insects. In the morn- 
ing the water is coated with a thin oily 
film. This is the rare attar of rose. It 
is skimmed off with a fine feather and 
dropped into vials, The process con- 
tinued daily until the bushes cease to 
bloom. So it may well be imagined that 
any essence or oil that requires the dis- 
tilling of 50,000 roses to fill an ounce vial

The Terriblo Abatis, 


Let a regiment move out of the shelter 
of a piece of woods to charge a breastwork 
defended by infantry and artillery, and 
one man out of every ten will be killed or 
wounded by shell or round-shot while the 
lines are forming, Within one minute 
from the time the nearest man comes 
within range of the musketry and grape 
forty men will drop. During the rush at 
loast twenty more will go down, and as 
the troops reach tho works they will meet 
with such a, fire as will break up all or- 
ganization, One time in forty the works 
will be carried. Thirty-nine times out of 
forty the attacking troops are driven back 
with a loss of from 200 to 450 men, 


Take that same breastwork, haying a 
headlog to fire under, and run an abatis 
along its front, and it is nothing short of 
murder to send men against it. Let the 
abatis bo simply a winrow of small trees 
and brush, and no.column can pass it 
without a halt. Men must lay down 
their muskets and drag at the obstruction, 
and the broken lines must be reformed, 
and that within thirty feet of the muskets 
having adead rest. Make the abatis of 
sharpened stakes, with their butt ends 
driven deep into tho earth and the center 
firmly fastened to a rail running’ parallel

The Coronation Chair of Great Britain. 


The other night in the House of Com- 
mons, Mr. Kenny complained that the 
public notice attached to the coronation 
chair in Westminster Abbey had been al- 
tered by the omission of all reference to 
the legend that the coronation stone (in 
Trish, Lia Fail) was first used for the cor- 
onation of the Irish kings, and was only 
carried to Scotland by Fergus, the Irish 
King, who subdued that country. Mr. 
Shaw-Loefevre in reply offered to show the 
honorable momber a Totter of explanation 
he had received from the dean. The le- 
gend to which the honorable member re- 
‘erred was not admitted to be accurate by 
many of the best Irish authorities. The 
explanation furnished by Dean B adley 
was to the following effect; Among the 
interesting features of Westminster Ab- 
bey the coronation stone has alwaya been 
popular, Many years ago an inscription 
in Latin was attached to it stating that 
the stone was the pillow on; which Jacob 
rested his head at Bethel, and the legend 
went on to say that it was carried from 
Palestine to Egypt, and thence to Spain, 
From Spain it was said to have been con- 
yeyed to the Hill of Tara, in Ireland, 

In the year 1851, in order to meet the 
convenience of the visitors to the Great 
Exhibition, the head guide wrote on a la- 
bel a notice to the effect that the stone 
had been used at the coronation of the 
ancient kings of Scotlaud aud Ireland, 
but omitted all reference to the legend 
relating to Jacob's pillow, while retaining 
the closing part referring to Ireland. The 
label having become dusty and dirty, the 
guide, who has considerable antiquarian 
knowledge, turned it over recently, and 
on the back wrote simply the historical 
fact with regard to Scotland, and ignored 
the legend entirely. Dean Bradley adds 
that geologists have conclusively shown 
that the chair is of Scotch limestone, and 
that no stone of the kind is to be found in 
Palestine or Egypt. He has, however, 
in contemplation the addition of a separ- 
ate inscription, setting forth the curious 
legend of its travels in the Holy Land as 
distinct from the authenticated history of 
the stone. 
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Sun Spots, 


Everybody who watched the aun with o 
telescope last summer must have wondér- 
ed at the great belt of sun spots lying 
across the southern part of the disk dur- 
ing tho last half of July. Several of the 
spots and groups wore of extraordinary 
size, and their arrangement very similar, 
Whon tho belt extended complotely across 
the sun, there was visible at one time al- 
most overy charactoristic form that sun- 
spots present. Thoro was the yawning

as before, Aman now entered bearing a 
basket of bread, a slice of which, about 
nine inches long, five wide, and of an in- 
definite thickness, was laid in front of 
each person; next a spoon was pub at 
each place} the. dishes of soup with 
square bits of bread broken in it was 
placed so that there was one for every 
four persons ; then appeared huge pieces 
of boiled beef. Everything being thus 
prepared, one of the preachers explained 
that according to their reading of the 
Scriptures the communion did not mean 
simply the taking of the elements of 
bread and wine, but that the last supper 
of Christ was a feast, and their aim was 
to imitate Him exactly. After a bless- 
ing had been asked in the ordinary way, 
with all standing around, they began to 
eat heartily. Without waiting to clear 
up the table they proceeded to complete 
their communion, by taking the latter 
part of the feast. This consisted of what 
appeared to be unleavened bread, made 
into long, thin strips eight inches long, 
an inch wide, and about the thickness of 
a newspaper when folded, An explana- 
tion of the ceremony was made by a min- 
ister, and a sorb of informal blessing of 
tho elements was pronounced. The 
slices of bread were lying ina napkin, 
while the wine was in two patent medi- 
cine bottles labelled “liver corrector.” 

The bread was distributed, one person 
taking u strip withtwo of his companions, 
and breaking it into three pieces, thus 
again following out their idea of a preser~ 
vation of the Trinity, as they do on every 
poasible occasion. The wine, or “liver 
corrector,” was next poured into tin cups, 
and likewise distributed, both among 
women and men, as the bread had been,

If your policy is to give your 
trade to farmers four hundred miles away, 
out of town, and out of the State, then I 
must protect myself as best I can. To- 
morrow morning I will have circulars 

rinted, and Set to distribute to every 

ouse holder in this village, and in those 
circulars I will state that I have just har- 
vested a fine lot of first quality home po- 
tatoes, which I will deliver to families in 
five or ten bushel lots, at sixty cents a 
bushel ; that I will receive orders by post- 
card, and will set apart two days in each 
week for filling the orders, so that all may 
be served promptly ; and further, I will 
offer to sell sample lots of a peck for trial 
at fifteen cents; I am going to sell my 
potatoes, and sell them as soon as I can 
at that price. Iam not going to peddle 
them, but shall sell at wholesale price, 
and in wholesale quantities,” 

G Well ; I suppose you may bring 
us fifty bushels,” 

Ft,---““No, my friend, that looks too 
much like peddling them to sell to you in 
fifty bushel lots, when you buy of the 
Aroostook County farmers by the car load. 
I will not sell you so small a lot as fifty 
bushels ; you area dealer, and buy in

Liquid Manure, 


The Boston Farmer says;---Probably 
thoro is no ono leak so gonerally neglect- 
ed on the average New England farm as 
the waste of liquid manure, In spite of 
all that chemists tells us of its value, and 
in spite of the experience of practical men 
who have put its value to the test of trial 
upon their crops, the waste go on. Tho 
barn is located on soil with good natural 
drainage with the express purpose of get- 
ting rid of the troublesome wot collar, and 
the very life's blood of the farm allowed 
to leach away to pollute the nearest spring 
or water course. Chemists tell us, and 
practical mon confirm their statements, 
that the liquid excrements are worth moro 
than double the average solid oxcrementsa 
of ordinary farm animals; especially is 
this the case with horses, The question 
romains how to sayo thom, Probably tho 
small farmor who keops ton hoad of cattle 
or loss will find it most practical to uso 
plenty of absorbonts,such as forest leaves, 
dry muck, dry loam or sawdust, one or all 
of thom within easy reach ; straw with us 
is too valuable, being worth now in Bos 
ton more than good English hay 

Whore a largor hord of twenty or moro 
cattle aro kept, we aro inclined to believe 
that it would be good economy to make a 
tightly comonted cellar under the stable, 
drainfng into a liquid manure tank, cap 
ablo of holding the drainage of the collar 
for several months ; let the windmill or 
steam ongino, which pumps water for the 
stock, bo connected with another pump 
with a amall elovated tank to store a fow 
hundred gallons of the liquid, high enough 
to load a light mannre cart, with sprinkler 
for spreading on the land ; such apparatus 
would not be vory expensive ; its cost 
would probably be repaid by the increased 
product in a yory fow yearn, and the labor 
of handling the liquid in this way would 
bo far less than of loading and spreading 
manuro in the ordinary way. ‘Those who 
have used a windmill, and knows how 
cheaply and casily it pumpen large supply 
of water, will y understand how 
easily the liquid manure could be taken 
care of in this way

THE ASSASSINS HORSE. 


Tho Steed that Boro Booth Away tho 
Night Be Murdered Lincoln, 

Much has been written about the move: 
ments of John Wilkes Booth after he had 
1 President Lincoln, but the 
quostion has often been asked, ‘ What 
became of the horse that he mounted in 
the alloy in the rear of Ford's theatre and 
rode to the lower part of Maryland, ac- 
companied in his flight by the young man 
Harold?” 

At tho time tho tragedy was enacted by 
Booth he had for some timo previous been 
4 guest at the National hotel. In the rear 
of the hotel, on © street, and upon the 
opposite side is a large livery stable 
which in 1865 Mr, James W. Pumphre 
was, andis atthe present time, proprietor 
of 

Mr, Pumphrey, in conversation with a 
Washington Republican reporter, gave the 
followiny interesting particulars concorn- 
ing the hiring of the animal which Booth 
rode on Good Friday, 1865, the night of 
the assassination, 

Said Mr. Pumphrey ; ‘‘ Booth had been 
taking rides for six months prior to the 
day preceding the night of tho assassina- 
tion. Ho gonorally came to tho stablo in 
the morning, but sometimes in the after- 
noon. On Good Friday ho came to the 
atablo at about 1.30 p. m., and asked me 
for his horse. His favorite horse was a 
large sorrel. I told him the sorrel was 
hired out, but that I could let him havea 
small bay mare then standing in a stall. 
Ho said, ‘All right,’ and asked me if I 
would go and have a drink with him, 
which T declined. 

‘* While tho animal was being saddled 
and bridled, Booth, who always wore 
spurs when riding, stooped down and 
commenced putting on the spurs, which 
had beon handed him, right near a pool 
of muddy water, made by the washing of 
carriages, I remonstrated with him for 
doing so, and asked him why he didn’t 
put his foot uponabox. ‘Ohl it doesn't 
make any difference,’ he replied. He 
showed the s: affable and pleasant 
manner 80 characteristic of him when com- 
ing to the stable, and apparently had no- 
thing special upon his mind. He always 
wore one suit when riding, a dark blue 
suit, with a slouch hat of color to match. 
Isaw him mount and leave the stable, 
but have never seen that bay mare since, 
She was a mare that could make very 
good speed, and as horses were high at 
the time I valued her at $240." 

“* What do you suppose became of the 
animal 7” 

** All I know about it is this: During 
the trial 1 was told by Harold that before 
Booth and he crossed over to the Virginia 
side of the Potomac they destroyed the 
horses they rode.”

T was shown a spur, which I swore to hay- 
ing been worn by Booth. I was request- 
ed to be very careful in my testimony, 
and was asked how or by what particular 
mark I could tell the spur was the one 
usually worn by Booth. ‘ Because,’ I 
replied, ‘it is a fine steel spur, and as I 
have handled it so often I ought to know 
it.’ Iwas then asked to select from a 
number of hats shown me the one that 
Booth wore on the day he hired the mare, 
and after tumbling over several of them 
I selected the one which I have referred 
to. The spur was found sticking in a por- 
tion of the decorations of the box at Ford's 
theatre from which Booth leaped on the 
night of the assassination. I can not say 
where the hat was found, whether in tho 
theatre or the alley where he mounted 
and rode off. I never received any com- 
pensation for the loss of the mare, 

“On the night of the assassination 
several of the government detectives came 
to my stable, and I was the first one to 
give them aclew to the whereabouts of 
Payne, Booth, and Harold, I told them 
to go first to the residence of John Sur- 
ratt’s mother, on H stroet, and there to 
Surrattaville. The rosult of this clew is,

"At length it seemed to bo 
of no use torturing him further by keep- 
ing him moving about, and he waa allow- 
ed to remain at rest. Shortly after this 
while being supported in a sitting posture, 
all at once without any premonitory sign, 
he gaye one or two long sighs, and life 
ceased, about an hour after he himself had 
walked into the compound.

Canadian Sundays have hitherto been noted;
